:- All (ieVtiflcaleV that" passed through 
the office of the county superintendent 
recently have been registered. A cer- 
tlflcate IB to bo regi8,terod only once, 
and should "not be presented a second 
time. .Tho. teacher who begins teach- 
ing this term .'before presenting her 
certlflciit'a for registration will bo re- 
ported' promptly to thn Department .of 
Pi3>bliu.. Instruction. "However, I am 
hopeful that there-wsll be no delin- 
quents to be reported.'' 


It is the legal duty'of *v«ry toachor 


to contract with the board for the en- 
suing term. The law requires the con- 
tract to be completed tutors tlie teach- 
er begins her worK..- It IB-further re- 
quired by law that'tho contrict'shall 
contain a covenant jiroYlding for;.-the 
j>ayraent, by the school board, for time 
during which the school remains 
closed because of destruction ot'the 
building by fire or otherwise, or be- 
cause of health conditions In tho 
school district. This pay i's to be ad- 
ditional to the full salary tts cat forth 
in tho contract. 
Tbe board of school directors is re- 


quired by law to furnish the teacher, 
at the 'beginning of the school term, 
with a list of nil school children whoau' 
arses arc between six and 16 years .re- 
siding within the school district. .The 
toacher needs "thin list for use on the 
first day of school, and she Is delin- 
quent In duty if she falls to put forth 
earnest effort "to obtain It. Directors 
should deHver...fte list to the teacher 
on time, but when they fail to do so, 
the'teacher should at leiist urge tho 
board'to comply with the'law. -The 
teacher may not bo able tojpbtaln the 
list at all, but overy earnest teacher 
will endeavor to do go. 
' Do you wonder whether vou ought 
to mftks a survey of your school dis- 
trict beforo the opening of school! 
Some teachers never allow such op- 
portunity to pass unimproved, others 
never think It worth whllo.. 


There are" many reasons why every 


teacher should know a great deal 
about the oomniunlty In which she ex- 
pects to work, and the boat way to get 
the neoded Information Is .to get Into 
the district and meet tho poople. In 
rural districts tho teacher can, with 
Masonable effort, and In a short time, 
meet porhnps all ot the patrons and 
pupils with whom_8he is to labor, and 
all this should b'e done 'before tho 
opening of school.
